CORN BORER 

The European corn borer, which mado 
its first appearance in the United States 
in Mlinois in 1917, has multiplicd and 
epread, until now its domain is a region 
of 100000 square miles.

Between two and three hundred 
thousand cars and trucks wre tled 
up each year in Canad# for periods 
Tanging from slaty deys to alx 
months, depending upon climatic 
conditions in different loculities. 
The economle loss sustained 
through disuse of 30 many mudern 
vehicles and substitution for them 
of more primitive and less effec- 
tlve mode of transportation, the 
horse and the old-fashioned ulelyh, 
la enormous; probably {infinitely 
greater than would be the cost of 
equipment sufficient to keep most 
of tke main highways and Ioport- 
aut feeders, township and county 
roads, clear of snow from Decem- 
ber until April. 


First among opinions ventured 
when -a discussion of snow re- 
moval is introduced fs the old far- 
orite,.“‘It can’t be done.”

Droper equipment is not available. 

Now it is true that on an aver- 
age snow conditions in the rural 
districts are usually more severe 
than in the urban centres, but rel- 
atively they are no more severe

until then had been favoring’ the 
Boers.
